His Grace 
Spoke for fome time, and concluded by moving for an addre& to his 
Majelty, that he would be gracioutly pleafed to order the American 
prifoners to be put upon the fame allowance of bread as the priloners 
of other ftates. £ Petia 

The Earl of Sandwich objeted to the motion, asthe Americans were 
rebels, and not prifoners of war, and had the fame allowance as other 
prifoners committed by aé of Parliament. Their allowance, too, was 
fully fufficient to keep them ia health and fpirits, and was even more 
than many induttrious families had to live upon.
